Nearly  one-half  of  the  State  is  at  the 
mercy  of  the  boll  weevil,  while  throughout 
the  State  large  ureas  are  ravaged  by  the 
army  worm  It  is  no  difficult  thing  to  see 
the  great  change  come  over  the  |a*ople  iu  the 
last  few  weeks.  Disappointment  at  the 
outcome  is  every  where  apparent.  Mer- 
chants arc  laying  in  annual  fall  stocks  war- 
ily, banks  are  anxiously  watching  money 
conditions,  and  missions  is  feeling  it  all  per- 
haps more  apprehensively  thab  for  years. 
Food  crops  are  generally  good,  and  there  is 
a living  in  the  land  for  man  and  .beast. 
There  are  many  evidences  of  spiritual  power 
among  us,  and  if  we  can  only  bring  this  to 
bear  on  our  mission  collections  all  will  be 
well.  In  spite  of  material  disappointments, 
let  us  remember  the  abounding  good  that 
has  come  iu  other  things,  and  then  devoutly 
say  with  David  of  old,  “What  shall  1 ren- 
der unto  the  Imrd  for  all  ilia  benefits  to- 
wards me  " "I  will  pay  my  vows  unto  the  , 
Imrd,  now  in  the  presence  of  all  His  people,  j 
in  the  courts  of  the  Lord's  house,  in  the 
midst  of  thee,  O Jerusalem.”

Many  who  read  the  above  name  will  be 
at  once  interested  and  glad  to  know  that 
Brother  Piani  is  now  in  Mississippi.  For 
those  who  an*  acquainted  with  him  and  his 
peculiarly  providential  career,  these  few 
words  are  written. 

Brother  Piani  is  by  birth  an  Italian.  He 
was  born  among  the  substantial  citizenry  of 
northern  Italy,  and  is  justly  proud  of  his 
Roman  linkage.  His  education  began 
when  he  was  quite  a young  boy  and  was  di- 
rected towards  the  Catholic  priesthood,  bis 
family  being  ardent  members  of  the  Roman 
church.  Yearly,  while  he  was  receiving  his 
priestly  training,  he  was  taken  on  education- 
al tours  through  Palestine,  Egypt,  Tripoli. 
Spain  and  other  countries  and  thus  was  his 
preparation  given  a wonderful  breadth. 

While  yet  young,  imbued  with  the  spirit 
of  missions,  and  also  misled  by  the  Cath- 
olic idea  of  "doing  pennance,”  he  sailed 
away  from  his  native  land  to  take  up  what 
he  expected  to  be  his  life  work  in  Argen- 
tina. But  he  never  reached  his  destination. 
Providence  intervening,  he  was  shipwricked 
in  a storm,  rescued  and  placed  upon  the 
shore  of  Brazil.  And  here,  while  teaching 
in  a Catholic  convent,  he  was  converted  to 
the  Baptist  faith,  finding  at  last  that  peace 
in  Christ  for  which  his  soul  had  been  blind- 
ly struggling  for  many  years. 

Some  thrilling  experiences  through  which 
he  now  went  on  his  separation  from  the 
Catholics  as  well  as  more  during  his  earlier 
life,  might  here  be  given  but  we  now  follow 
him  to  the  United  States.

It  is  thought 
that  the  new  organization  would  remedy 
this  defect  in  our  existing  system.  Is  this 
trie-*  We  are  at  a Loss  to  know  how  we 
coul  1 get  better  information  than  that 
which  we  get  through  the  present  system. 
Our  system  contemplates  not  one  man  from 
an  assot'ation,  through  whom  information 
can  be  derived,  but  a number  of  men  ap- 
pointed for  this  very  purpose  in  part,  and 
known  in  the  association  as  the  executive 
committee.  These  men  have  their  fifth 
Sunday  meetings  as  also  their  special  meet- 
ings and  our  plan  has  always  encouraged 
the  closest  kind  of  touch  with  them.  The 
Board  is  always  glad  to  hear  recommenda- 
tions from  them  and  to  act  on  these  recom- 
mendations, and  from  these  recommenda- 
tions some  of  our  best  work  has  grown. 
What  we  have  thought  for  years  that  we 
needed  most  was  a better  understanding  by 
the  executive  committee  of  its  duties. 

Again,  the  meetings  of  the  Board  have 
always  been  preceded  "by  announcements 
and  requests  that  all  parties  having  mat- 
ters to  present  to  the  Board  will  have  them 
ready  by  a certain  date.  When  the  ex- 
ecutive committee  has  failed,  the  local 
church  has  been  ready  with  its  appeal,  and 
from  the  appeal  of  a local  church  the  Board 
has  never  turned  away  without  considering 
its  merits. 

Again,  the  information  of  the  Board 
ought  not  to  be  discounted  when  a brother, 
in  the  midst  of  the  year  after  all  appropria- 
tions have  been  made  and  the  Board  is  car- 
rying all  that  it  can  safely,  makes  a re- 
quest that  cannot  at  once  be  taken  up. 
Nor  ought  the  Board  be  held  responsible 
for  failing  at  once  to  comply  with  the  re- 
quest. Many  requests  of  this  character 
are  made  every  year;  it  is  to  the  executive 
committee  of  the  Board  that  these  requests 
go,  and  sometimes  in  spite  of  heavy  appro- 
priations urgent  calls  of  this  nature  must 
be  answered  affirmatively.  Such  was  the 
case  at  Yazoo  City,  and  also  at  Purvis,  and 
others  could  be  named  but  these  involved 
the  immediate  taking  of  additional  burdens 
of  thousands  of  dollars,  entailing  a debt 
that  we  had  to  carry  several  years,  and 
from  which  we  are  just  now  escaping,  and 
that,  too,  "without  calling  for  extra  collec- 
tions. 

Again,  under  this  head  of  lack  of  infor- 
mation, we  would  call  attention  to  the 
places  themselves  that , have  been  helped, 
and  would  ask  that  they  be  studied  with 
map  in  hand,  so  that  your  own  geographi- 
cal information  may  be  increased,  in  the 
work  of  our.

His  desires  were  good,  his  aim  was  high,  but 
the  children  went  the  way  directly  opposite 
from  their  father’s  plans.  Think  a moment. 
Whs  it  not  often  the  case  because  the  cau- 
tion of  the  Lord  was  not  heeded  which 
says  “Provoke  not  your  children  to  wrath.” 
Now  let  us  consider  the  text  in  its  parts; 
In  the  first  place,  do  not  overlook  the  fact 
that  the  text  takes  it  for  granted  that  there 
is  indeed  to  be  chastizement.  All  children 
do  need  that.  I say  not  all  children  have 
need  of  the  rod.  There  are  forms  of  pun- 
ishment far  more  effective  with  some  child- 
ren that  a switch.  But  all  need  correcting, 
for  none  are  perfect.  “Spare  the  rod  and 
spoil  the  child”  is  not  a Bible  verse  but 


blunder.

Let  me  call  to  your  attention  the  princi- 
ple on  account  of  which  we  should  teach 
our  children  obedience.  It  is  this — that  if 
a chibl  does  not  obey  its  parents,  then  when 
it  is  larger  it  will  not  obey  its  teacher,  and 
when  larger  still  will  not  obey  the  govern- 
ment, and  furthermore  will  not  obey  God. 
The  reason  is  that  the  principle  of  obedi- 
ence has  not  been  developed  in  the  child.

j>«int  of  the  text  we  will  now  present 
considerations  that  will  tend  to  -keep  par- 
ents from  becoming  so  impatient  with  their 
children.  Consider  then,  fathers  and 
mothers;  that  you  used  to  be  when  a child 
yourself  about  half  as  had  (some  of  you 
twice  as  bad)  as  these  of  yours  now.  If. 
indeed,  they  do  some  things  you  never  did. 


The  text  consists  of  the  verse  “And,  ye 
fathers,  provokfr  not  your  children  to 
wrath;  but  nurture-  them  in  the  chastening 
and  admonition  of  the  Lord.” — Eph.  44. 
The  temptation  of  a child  is  to  disobey  its 
parent  and  hence  the  exhortation  “Child- 
ren. obey  your  parents  in  the  Lord  for

I otato  patch.  It  was  mv  duty,  together 
with  my  brothers,  to  work  the  pote.toia.  I 
never,  of  course,  told  my  father,  hg*  it  ess 
my  rule  to  work  the  potatoes  as  little  as 
possible,  and  as  seldom  as  they  would 
bear  and  not  at  all  if  I did  not  have  to. 
This  was  the  rule  of  my  brothers  too,  1 
think  But  when  I became  a man.  and  had 
put  away  childi-h  things:  when  I eventually 
had  a family  of  my  own,  I went  out  into 
my  back  yard  and  spaded  up  a plot  of 
ground  and  voluntarily  planted  some  pota- 
toes, and  worki  d them  as  much  as  I could 
and  as  often  as  I could  get  the  time.  The 
difference  was  that  the  first  patch  was  my 
father’s  and  the  second  one  was  my  own 
And  when  the  seriousness  and  responsibili- 
ties of  life  come  many  an  idle  looking  and 
seemingly  trifling  lad,  will  develop  into  an 
i/dustrious  business  man  1 say  these  things 
to  encourage  you  not  to  say  of  your  child- 
ren that  they  are  incorrigible,  reprobates, 
and  the  like. 

Another  thing  to  remember  is  that  much 
of  the  disposition  of  the  children  they  in- 
herit from  the  parent.  They  don’t  get  it 
from  any  one  else,  do  they!  Well,  they 
inherit  their  weak  points  as  well  as  their 
st'ong  points.  Some  parents  talk  as  if  all 
the  good  points  in  the  children  are  in- 
herited, and  all  the  bad  things  they  get 
from  the  neighbors.  Another  thing  we  do 
not  always  think  about  is  that  our  children 
are  even  in  these  present  surroundings  be 
cause  we  moved  them  to  this  community. 
They  are  tempted  by  a thousand  things  that 
you  were  not  tempted  with  when  you  grew 
up  back  in  the  country.  I am  saying  these 
things  to  stir  up  your  sympathy  for  them, 
that  you  may  appreciate  their  position,  and 
deal  vri'h  them  indeed  but  in  a manner  that 
will  not  provoke  them  to  anger. 

One  other  thought  right  here  is  that  any 
hasty  and  unreasonable  words  or  deeds  you 
p ay  regret  s<  me  day  If  your  heild  should 
take  sick  and  die.  mother,  you  would  be 
mighty  sorry  for  the  angry  words.  Sup- 
pose it  should  look  up  into  your  face  and 
say  “Mother,  you  said  I was  always  in  the 
way  here.  Do  you  think  I will  be  in  the 
way  up  in  Heaven!”  .Fust  the  other  day  I 
was  told  of  a mother  whose  child  had  I 
d ir  d.  The  child  would  come  to  the  mother  | 
and  ask  her  to  play  with  it.  But  the  i 
mother  was  busy  about  the  house.  Now  I 
'hat  the  little  one  was  gone  the  mother 
said  “If  I only  had  her  back  again  I would 
put  house  and  dishes  and  fancy  work  all  |

Many  a parent  sup- 
p'ies  enough  bread  and  meat  and  thinks 
that  is  all.  letting  the  child  go  long  and  I 
hungry  for  those  higher  appatites-  - and  yet  j 
real  ap|>etitea — for  parental  appreciation  ;

Now.  1 am  going  to  make  a statement 
that  1 want  you  to  think  through  to  aee  if 
it  be  true:  If  in  refusing  your  child’s  re- 
quest. or  in  giving  hiy*»  a command,  or  in 
chastizing  him,  you  make  him  angry,  you 
have  blundered.  You  have  violated  the  I 
caution  of  God  “ Provoke  not  your  children 
to  wrath.”  Ia'\  me  tell  you  a story,  a part 
of  which  you  have  yourself  seen  and  the 
other  part  of  which  you  may  have  heard 
A certain  youngster  came  home  one  after  I 
noon  and  for  some  shortcoming  his  mother 
began  to  scold  him.  The  boy  argued  back  j 
until  argument  on  his  part  became  im- 
pudence. The  mother  becoming  more  and 
more  aggravated  as  she  scolded  u|»on  the 
subject  presently  slapped  the  boy.  She 
had  now  tasted  of  wrath  and  nothing  but  a 
whipping  would  satisfy  her  feelings  (By 
the  way,  I heard  of  a mother  that  said  she 
just  could  not  whip  until  she  got  mad,  but  I 
that  she  certainly  could  whip  then  The 
Lord  pity  her  children!)  Well  this  mother 
seized  the  switch  from  the  mantle,  and  I 
with  that  the  boy  broke  into  a run.  From 
room  to  room  they  chased — she  giving  him  | 
a cut  as  she  could — out  into  the  hall  and  1 
on  to  the  porch  and  down  into  the  yard  and  • 
through  a hole  the  boy  darted  under  the 
house.

listen  to  what  the  boy  said:  “Come  on  Pa. 
here's  a good  place.  Is  she  after  you  too!” 

Let  me  tell  you  another  story  which  1 
knew  to  happen.  A boy  had  lieen  running 
away  down  the  street  The  father  said 
“My  child,  I have  told  you  several  times 
not  to  run  away.  Now  the  next  time  you  I 
run  away  I will  have  to  lock  you  up  in  I 
the  cloaet.  ” Well  the  child  ran  away  again, 
and  the  father  said  “Now  my  child.  I told 
you  I would  have  to  punish  you  and  I 
must  keep  my  word.”  The  boy  begged  not  , 
to  be  locked  up,  not  that  he  was  afraid  of  j 
the  darkness  but  because  it  was  so  much 
like  jail.  He  cried  nearly  the  whole  hour  I 
of  confinement.  The  father  frequently  w-ent  i 
into  the  room  where  the  closet  was  and 
talked  lovingly  to  the  boy.  saying  “I  hate  ;

But  at 
least,  for  the  moment,  how  to 
avoid  grieving  him  is  the  prob- 
lem which  presses  itself  upon  us. 

Assuming  (what  seems  to  be 
clearly  implied  here)  that  he  may 
indeed  be  grieved,  taking  it  for 
| granted  that  he  does  love  all  them 
j that  love  our  Ixird  Jesus,  ignoring 
for  the  present  all  thought  of  pos- 
sible pain  or  loss  to  ourselves 
through  grieving  him,  and  con 
eerning  ourselves  chiefly,  if  not 
exclusively  for  his  own  dignitv 
and  prerogatives,  let  us  in  all  se- 
I riousness  consider  that  question 
and  how  to  avoid  grieving  him. 

The  appeal  (Ephc.  4:30)  is  here 
so  placed  (see  verses  17 :32)  as  to 
suggest  the  solution.
